The Remainder of his Highneſs's Declaration 
relates to their Deſign to . aboliſh Penal Laws, 
and then to take away the Toleration to Diſſen- 
ters; to the Impoſture of the Pretender; and his 
Highneſſes Intention to redreſs all their Grievan- 
es.

On hs high of March 1 168 the N Spi pi- 
ritual and Temporal, and the Commons Allen 
bled at Edinburgh, all in one Houſe, according 
to the Cuſtom of that Kingdom.

in and ſwearing, tho' out of Time, he diſpatch- 
ed thoſe Orders to Coll. Hill, who knowing 
that Glenco had taken the Oaths, forbore to exe-

Piece of Service, undertook, upon Receipt of

12 India Company, to the States. General, to 
the Treaties between England and Spain, to a 
Thouſand Difficulties they met with ; the 
Houſe of Lords addreſs' d his Majeſty again;

wou'd look upon it as a Breach of the Treaties 
between the Two Crowns ; this too at a Jun- 
cture when the French were in their deepeſt In- 
trigues, to engage the Spaniſb King to leave his 
Dominions to the Houſe of Bourbon, which all 
Europe was concern'd to prevent.

The Houſe of Lords in their Second Addreſs, 
make a juſt, fair and friendly Repreſentation of 
the Caſe to his Majeſty in this Paragraph. 
Mae are truly ſenſible of great Loſſes our Neigh- 
bour Kingdom hath ſuſtained both by Men and 


Treaſure in their Expeditions to Darien ; which 


as ide very heartily lament, ſo we ſhould not en- 
deavour by any Interpoſition of Ours to defeat the 
Hopes they may ſtill entertain of recovering thoſe 
Loſſes by their further engaging in that Deſign; 
but that we judge ſuch a Proſecution on theid 
Parts, muſt end not only in far greater Diſap- 
pointment to themſelves, but at the ſame Time 
prove very inconvenient to the Trade and Quiet 
of this Kingdom. 

Which was the Truth of the Fad ; for not- 


withſtanding the firſt Colony they ſent thither 


were half of *em Starv'd, and the reſt either 


Dead, or Priſoners in the Spaniſh Wef-Tndies, 
ſome few excepted, that made a ſhift to get back 
to their own Country; yet were the Faction ſo 


bent upon the proſecuting this Scheme, not to 
loſe the Advantage they had got by it of making 
the Court daily more Enemies, that they left no 


Stone unturn'd to procure a Second Attempt to 
be made, and a Second Colony to be ſent to De- 


ſtruction. 
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ſtruction. Upon which, in the laſt Place, I 
ſhall enquire a little into the Character of the 
Perſons that were moſt Zealous in this Trouble- 
ſome Unreaſonable Buſineſs, and we ſhall find 
the Chief of em to be Jacobites; Inſomuch that 
the Kirk of Scotland, which was then as Loyal 
as they are now, exclaim'd againſt it as much as 
the Parliament of England; as is own'd by ano- 
ther, who was hir'd to write Defence of this 
Settlement. He ſays, he do's not wonder at their 
Oppoſing it, when they are perſwaded that the 
greateſt Zealots for our American Settlements ave 
Their mortal Enemies. And a Lord of that Per- 
ſwaſion who correſponded with them, and did 
them all the good Offices he,could, Aſſerted, as 
the ſame Author acknowledges, in the Houle of 
Peers, that it was a Jacobite Deſign to embroil 
the Two Nations, and pave the Way for à Se- 
cond Reſtoration, This was the Opinion of 
the Engliſh Court and Kingdom, and of the 
Preſbytetians in Scotland, who, no doubt, un- 
derſtood the Intereſts of their Countty as well as 
the Duke of Hamilton, and the other Facobites 
who ſtickled fo ſtrenuouſly to the laſt for the 
Eſtabliſhing an American Trade and Settlement. 
The Author of the Scots Memoirs ſpeaking of 
that Duke's great Loyalty to King James, lets 


us into this Secret: for he writes thus in his

ament. In which, with great Nexterity be fram'd 
a Party very conſiderable for Numbers and Power, 
that ſtood firm to the Intereſt of the Cuientry. It 
muſt be obſerv'd, that the Memoir-Mriter con- 
founds very often the Cavalier and Country: 
Party; for the Facobites in Scotland, as well as 
England aſſum'd the latter Denomination. When 
they talk'd of the Intereſt of their Country, they 
meant nothing in the World but King, Fames's : 
And thus we ſee Duke Hamilton, who had liv'd 
retired ever ſince the Revolution, now 8 Years 
after comes to Parliament, ſwears to be true to 
King William, and forms a Faction againſt hin 
conſiderable for Number and Power: The Colony 
of Darien, and the Intereſt of the Country were 
zhe Pretence.

and with bim Biauzg and 1ablatry, Poverty and 
Slavery; and now the ſame Love to that dear 
Country of his, brings him out of his Retire- 
ment, when he found that People were pre- 
par'd. by a groundleſs Cry of Oppreſſion, to 
* e him the Head of a Party againſt 
King William's Government. 
Alfter the Colony at Darien- was diſpers'd, and 
one of the Chief of em, Captain Pincarton, with 
his Ships- Crew, was caſt away under the Walls of 
Cart bagena, the Inhabitants of which City took 
him and his, Company Priſoners ; Who did the 
Scots ſend to London to deſire his Majeſty to in- 
terpoſe for their Dehverance, but the Duke of 
Hamilton's Brother, the Lord Baſil Hamilton, 
a main Man in the Proſecution of the Darien 
Expedition? Whoſe Meſſage was the leſs accep- 
table on account of the Meſſenger, a Perſon that 
had been formerly at London, but never waited 
on his Majeſty ; nor as we have it in the be- 
fore-cited Scots Author, had ever given an 
Public Evidence of bis . Loyalty, nor acknow- 
lede'd bis Majeſly's Government. 
If we enquire into the Characters of the Per- 
ſons employ'd in this Darien Expedition, we 
| ſhall, amongſt them, find William Paterſon; who 
out of Love foo to his Country got to be a 
Creature of the late Miniſters ,, and how they 
intended to ſerve it, we ſhathſee by their Cham-. 
pion the D. of Hamilton's Engagements to aſſiſt

the Pretender in his intended Invaſion. 
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As my Deſign in treating of this Subject was 
not to enlarge upon the Argument between 
the Engliſh, and Scots, about the Settlement

Theſe Men pretended a more than ordinary 
Concern for the ' Trade of Scotland, which 
blinded the Eyes of the Multitude, and they 
were look'd upon as ſo many Patriots. The 
Facobites in Nurth-Britain imitated their Bre- 
thren in England in their Endeavours to grow 
Popular; and by all the Miſrepreſentations and 
Inſinuations they could think of againſt the Go- 
vernment, to alienate the Affections of the Peo- 
ple, and diſtreſs it as much as poſſible. Nothing 
Was heard of in Scotland but the Oppreſſions of 
the Enpliſh ; and the Tories in England know- 
ing what the Scots Cavaliers drove at, reſolv'd to 
aſſiſt them on their ſide, and increaſe the Ani- 
moſities between the two Kingdoms. They 
therefore put Dr. Drake, Author of the Higb

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Eburch Memorial, upon Publiſhing, an Antiqua- 
ted Scotch Hiſtory , on purpoſe to; vilify the 
| whole Nation in the Preface, and create more 
5 III Blood. This had the deſir'd Effect. The 
Scots Parliament highly reſented the Affront, | 
and order'd it to be burnt by the common Hang- 
man at Edinburgh. The Rabble alarm'd at this 
Attempt of Drake's, were more and more enrag d 
alf the Engliſh ; and the Duke of Hamilton 
with his Cavaliers omitted nothing that they 
þ thought would ſpread the Flame. The Heats 
® on both ſides grew to a heighth which threat- 
en'd a Rupture ; and the Cavaliers fallying out 
of their lurking Holes, took the Oaths to qua-

Things ſtood thus when King William dy; 
add upon Q. Anne's Acceſſion to the Throne the 
Cavaliers, as the Memoir. Writer expreſſes him- 
ſelf, exhected mighty Things; for he adds, They 
knew the Oueen was a flrenuous Aſſertor of the 
Do&trines of the Church of England.

The Language of the Scotch and En 21% Ja 
cobite Faction agrees as well as their Principles. 
To be for Liberty, the Proteſtant Religion, 
for the Revolution and Proteſtant-Succeſſion, is 
to be againſt the Church, To be for the Conflitn- 

tion, Moderation, and the Afs of Settlenient, is 
Antimonarchical, For he fays, The Earl of 
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vil, Preſident of the Council, the Duke of 


Queensbury, Lord Privy-Seal, the Earl of Sea- 


field, who attended in the late Times as Secre- 
tary, the Earl of Selkirk, Regiſter, the Laird of 
Ormiſtotem, Treaſurer-Depute, Sir fohn Max- 


well of Polock, Juſtice Clerk, Sir James Stuart, 


Advocate, & c. were all of undoubted Antimo- 
narchical Principles. The Characters of theſe 
Lords are fo well known, that it muſt neceſſa- 
rily acquaint us with the Memoir-Writer, who 
by this ſhews he has no more regard to Truth 
than he has to the Honour and Intereſt of his 
Country. Theſe were all remov'd, and Men it 
ſeems of other Principles put in their Places. 
What theſe Principles muſt be which were 
againſt the Revolution and the Proteſlant-Suc- 
ceſſion, I need not explain ; tis ſufficient that he 
names the Men who were advanc'd in Scotland 
at the ſame time that Sir Edward Seymour, Mr, 
Simon Harcourt, and others got into Places in 
England. He ſays the V=——t of 1. — was 
made Secretary of State; the Marqueſs of 
A——e, Preſident of the Council; the D. of 
A-——e, Lord Privy-Seal; L. B — re Trea- 
ſurer Depute; the E. of M——b, Governor 
of Edinburgh Caſtle; and he extols him for ha- 
ving oppoſed the Revolutioners ever ſince the 
Abdication. Men of this Stamp were not like 
to heal the Breaches that were become very 
wide between the Two Nations : The Engliſh 
knew the Faction hinder'd the Scots from ſet- 
tling the Succeſſion of the Crown on the Houſe

of Hanover, purely to bring in the Pretender by

that Door on a Demiſe; and they were very un- 
eaſy to let that Important Matter remain unde- 


termin'd. The Faction repreſented to the Scots, 


that they were mad if they did not oblige the 
Engliſh to treat with them on their own Terms, 
if they gratify'd em in that Point, the only One 
of Importance which the Engliſh had to deſire of 
them. And the Conditions propos'd were al- 
ways ſuch with reſpect to Commerce, that the 
Cavaliers were ſure the Engliſh would not com- 
ply with. This was exaggerated as a Deſign of 

theirs to ruin the: Scots Trade, to impoveriſh and 


enſlave them. The Cry was popular, and its 


Succeſs accordingly very remarkable among the 
Multitrude, whom the Lords of the Faction ca- 
reſsd in an extraordinary Manner; and Trade 


was doing this Buſineſs in Scetland, as Church 


was doing it in England, in the Time of the 
late Managers. „ 


An Incident had happen'd, which had put 


the Two Kingdoins on worſe Terms with one 
another than they had been upon ever ſince tlie 
Revolution, and that was the Affair of the Wor- 
ceſter Frigat, Capt. Green Commander; who being 
bound home from the Eaſt- Indies to London, and 
putting into Scotland, was there ſeiz'd for Pyra- 
cy, and the Captain and a great Part of his Crew 
impriſon'd as Pyrates. The Story is briefly thus: 
The Eaſt-India-Conihany at London, had former- 
ly feiz'd a Ship belonging to the Scots African- 
Company, 4s ſhe was fitting out in the River of 
247 | Ti Thames, 
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Thames. They had in vain ſollicited Reſtitution, 
ſo they apply'd themſelves to the Government 
for a Poet to ſeize and ſtop this Ship, the 
Worceſter , by Way of Reprifal ; which having 
obtain'd, they ſent a ſufficient Number of Men, 
who made a Seizure of the Ship, and brought 
her into Burnt-Iſland, where ſhe lay ſome time; 
during which, ſome of the Ship's Crew, whe- 
ther in Drink, or otherwiſe, let fall ſome Words 
implying , that they had been Pyrating, and 
particularly ſome very ſuſpicious Diſcourſes as 
if there had been Blood in the Caſe. 
lad not the Feuds between the Two King- 
doms been ſo near kindling to a Flame, the Scots 
would not have troubled themſelves either with 
Green's Piracy or Murder, but have taken his 
Money, and let him haye manag'd his Matter 
as well as he could at Home; but they were fo 
ſowr'd by their Loſſes, and ſo full of Reſent- 
ment againſt the Engliſh for the Obſtructions 
they had given to their Settlement, that they, 
were prepar'd to take hold of any Opportunity 
to retaliate the Il|-Uſage they thought they had 
met with. The Populace were made to believe, 
that Darien was full of Mountains of Gold, 
and that if the Settlement had been made, Gold 
would have been as Plenty as Eggs in Scotland. 
This begat in em a Diſpoſition to be as miſchie- 
vous as they could to the Engliſh, and Green 
was the firſt of that Nation who fell into their 
Hands, Here I muſt again obſerve, That all 
this was entirely owing to the Cavalier Faction,

ſhould be put to Death that Day ; the Magi. 
ſttates told the People of it as they returned 
from the Council, and they were ſatisfy'd for 
the Preſent. Soon after the Lord Chancellor 
coming by in his Coach, one of the Rabble ſaid 
aloud, The Magiſtrates had cheated them, and 
that the Council had repriev'd the Priſoners, 
Upon this they all took Fire in a Moment, ran 
after the Chancellor's Coach, ſtopt it, broke his 
Glaſſes, 'abus'd his Servants, and forc'd him out 
of the Coach, Some of his Friends ſeeing what 
Hazard his Life was in, got him into a Houſe, 
and prevented any Hurt to his Perſon. This, 
and the continual Clamour of the Mob, had 
ſuch an Influence, that Capt. Green, Mather, 
and Sympſon, were brought out, led thro! the 
Streets to Leith, and there executed. The Rage 
of the Rabble being aflwag'd with their Blood, 
their Revenge too late was turn'd into Pity, 
and it is ſaid, they were ready to fall upon one 
another to puniſh themſelves for what they had 
done; and in Truth they had Reaſon, for ſeve- 
ral Affidavits were made in England, that Drum- 
mond was ſtill living, and that neither he, nor 
any of his Men were ever touch'd by Green, or 
his Crew. One can hardly expreſs the Indig- 
nation of the Engliſh , when they heard that 
the Men were executed ; nor were there wan- 
ting Incendiaries who reported, That Green, 
Mather, and Sympſon, were barbarouſly inſul- 
ted by the Mob at the Place of Execution, that 
they call'd 'em FEngliſh-Dogs , and A 
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that twas their Country, and not their Crime, 
which hang d them. 0 
It was obſerVv'd, That the Facobites and To- 
ries were the moſt buſy of all the People of 
Scotland on this Occaſion; their Cry was lou- 
deſt, their Zeal the moſt flaming ; and at the 
fame Time, that they affected ſuch an extream 
Concern for the Welfare of the Nation, did 
they do what they could to 'embroil it with 
England , that while they were thus divided, 
the Pretender might come in, and both King- 
doms be enſlav'd and ruin'd for ever. Tho' no- 
thing was more viſible than the Part the Cava- 
liers play'd in this Buſineſs Þ ſo blind were 
the Generality, even of the Scots Proteſtants at 
that Juncture, as not to ſee what the Faction 
drove at, but to take em for the Perſons they 
pretended to be, Publick-Spirited, and Lovers 
of their Country.

fo abſolutely neceſſary to prevent any Trouble 
from a Popiſh Pretender: However, they need-
